Mark 5:1-16, where 
Jesus sent the demons 
into the swine. 


The New Testament contains many references to demons,, often 
called ‘‘devils’’ in the King James Version. These demons possessed 
men, women, children, and even swine, causing physical as well as 
mental illnesses. These demons were cast out by Jesus, the apostles 
Demons might be defined as ‘‘evil spiritual beings, 
superior to man, but inferior to God’, While there is only one devil, 
there are many demons. The event in Mark S was the incident in which 
the ‘‘Legion'’ of demons had possessed a man, causing him to run wild 
in the tombs. As Jesus approached the man, the demons cried out, 
recognizing Him as the Son of God. The demons begged Jesus to send 
them into the swine when He cast them out. When Jesus cast them out 
of the man, into the swine, the 2,000 swine ran over a cliff and 
drowned. From this incident, we learn that the demons could hear, 
answer, cry out, be tormented, have a will of their own, and recognize 
Jesus as the Son of God, James tell us that the demons believe and 
tremble (2:19). These spiritual beings, under Satan's control, sought 
to hurt and destroy those they possessed. 

The Bible is not explicit as to where the demons came from, but the 
two most common views are that they are either the spirits of wicked 
men, or that they are sinning angels. Solomon said that the dead have 
no more ‘‘a portion for ever in anything that is done under the sun 
(Eccl. 9:5-6), so the more likely explanation is that the demons are 
sinning angels. Second Peter 2:4 mentions ‘‘angels that sinned’ 
Jesus spoke of ‘'the devil and his angels’’ (Matt. 25:41), 

Since the demons did so much to hurt people, we might ask why 
Two purposes accomplished were that men were 
convinced of Jesus’ authority over the spirit realm, as He cast them 
out, and the word of the early disciples were confirmed by the casting 


Although many people today believe that demons still possess men, 
their power to possess men ended with the close of the miraculous age, 
near the end of the first century. The prophet Zechariah prophesied 
that demon possession would end at the same time that men ceased to 
speak under the direct influence of the Holy Spirit. ‘‘In thai day . . 7 
will cause the prophets and the unclean spirit to pass out of 1: land 
(Zech. 13:2). With the completion of God's written word, wout Paul 
called the ‘‘perfect’’ had come, and inspired prophecy ceased (I Cor, 
13:8-10). Also, if men were still possessed today, there would be a 
great spiritual imbalance, in Satan's favor, because men today cannot

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Nursing Home Spotlight

This Thursday, Nov. 21, one 
week away from Thanksgiving, we 
are visiting Mrs. Rosetta King 
Brown in the Elba Nursing Home. 

Miss Rosetta is a sweetie - so 
patient, kind, friendly and happy; 
although she suffers a great deal 
from various complaints and illness- 
es, she is a joy to be around and was 
an inspiration to us when we visited 
her. 

She was born March 24, 1923, 
which makes her 62 years old. She 
was born out in the country from 
Midland City. She came to the 
nursing home in 1980 from her home 
in Enterprise, where she was living 
at the time. 

Miss Rosetta was one of three 
girls born to Jake and Claudie Bell 
King. Mr. King was a farmer and 
was from Mobile originally. Mrs. 
King was from Enterprise and did 
day work 

Miss Rosetta’s sisters were 
Louise and Bessie. Louise had one 
daughter who died when a small 
child. Her sister Bessie had 11 sons. 

When asked if she ever saw any 
of her 11 nephews, she replied, ‘‘Her 
sons are all grown up and gone and 
scattered; sometimes I see them 
when I go to funerals.’ 

Which brings up a_ personal 
thought: Have you ever stopped to 
think? What Miss Rosetta said is so 
sad, but so true, THAT is the only 
time most families get together 
nowadays - at funerals. She and I 
discussed this and agreed that it was 
probably true in most families. 

Both Miss Rosetta’s sisters are 
now deceased. 

When asked where her mother 
got her pretty and unusual name, 
she said, ‘I don't know where she 
got my name.”’ 

Miss Rosetta, -we'll tell you 
something -- you and a famous stone 
share the same name. Here is a brief 
version of the story: 

The ‘Rosetta Stone’’ gave the 
world the key to the long-forgotten 
language of ancient Egypt. A 
French officer of Napoleon's 
engineering corps discovered it in 
1799. He found the stone half buried 
in the mud near the Rosetta mouth of 
the Nile River. The language of 
ancient Egypt had been a riddle to 
scholars for many hundreds of years; 
the “‘Rosetta Stone’’ solved the 
riddle.

Horticulture Tips

FIREWOOD 

Cutting your own firewood is a 
form of outdoor recreation for some 
people. But, there are costs involved 
in doing so. 

You can determine the price per 
cord by knowing the distance to the 
firewood source, cost of your tools 
and equipment, and the value you 
place on your leisure time. 

Remember that seasoned, or dry 
wood, has more heat value than 
green wood. The savings from using 
dry wood can be substantial. 

“If you buy firewood, you should 
know the basic units of measure- 
ment before buying wood this 
winter. If you pay for a cord of wood 
and only get a pickup truck full, you 
aren't getting your money's worth. 

The standard cord, a stack of 
wood four feet high, four feet wide 
and eight feet long, is the most 
common unit of measurement. On 
the average, a short bed pickup truck 
holds between one-fifth and one-half 
of a cord 

A rick, or short cord, is a stack of 
18- to 20-inch-long firewood, four 
feet high and eight feet long. A rick 
of 18-inch wood is slightly more than 
one-third of a standard cord 
WHAT YOU NEED 
MUSCADINES 

1. A sunny spot. Muscadines do 
best when they are in full sun for 
most or all of the day. Muscadines do 


FOR 


fairly well on most soil types. 
However, do not plant in a spot 
where water stands after heavy 


rains, 

2. A good trellis. Muscadine 
yines may live for decades. 
Therefore, you want a_ strong 
supporting structure made of 
materials that will last for many 
years. Wooden posts should be 
pressure treated with wood 


preservatives. 

3. Hand-size pruning shears. If 
you prune properly and on a yearly 
basis, you should not need large 
pruning tools. 

4. Good plants. Muscadine 
varieties can be broken into four 
categories: two based on fruit color 
(black or bronze), and two based 
on flower type: perfect flowered 
(self-pollinating) and pistillate. If 
you plan to grow only one vine, it can 
be black or bronze, but must be 
perfect flowered if you plan to enjoy 
fruit. Pistillate varieties produce on 
pollen, Therefore, they should be 
interplanted with perfect flowered 
varieties for proper pollination and 
fruit set. 

VARIETIES OF MUSCADINES 

Perfect flowered varieites are 
Magoon (black), Southland (black), 
Cowart (black), Senoia (bronze), 
Triumph (bronze), Dixie Red (light 
red). Choose one of these if you plan 
to set a single vine. 

Pistillate varieties are Higgins 
(bronze), Hunt (black), Dulcet 
(black). Don't choose these unless 
you plant one or more of the perfect 
flowered varieties named above.

TIMBER PRICES 

The demand for pine pulpwood 
continues to be poor. The average 
price for standing pulpwood in our 
region was $19 in October. The low 
price reported was $14 per cord with 
a high of $22, The demand for pine 
sawtimber improved The 
average price on standing sawtimber 
in October was $140 per thousand 
on the Scribner Scale. The low was 
$130 and the high was $150 Pad 

Hardwood pulpwood demand 
continues poor and the average price 
on it is $4 per cord, Poplar saw- 
timber is selling for an average of 
$57 a thousand and mixed hardwood 
sawtimber for an average of 
$67 

These prices should be used only 
as a guide because the price you 
receive will depend on demand, the 
amount and quality of your timber,

Proper Hunting Equipment Is 
Vital For Both Success & Safety

Another hunting season is here, 
and it is time to get the hunting 
equipment out and check it to make 
sure it is serviceable and in proper 
ondition, Such things as sighting in 
your deer rifle or patching those 
leaky waders for duck season are a 
must if you plan on enjoying your 
trips to the field. 

An often overlooked item of 
necessary hunting equipment is 
raingear. Pull the rainsuit or poncho 
from your ‘‘possible”’ sack and check 
it out to see that it will still repel 
water and protect you from rain. 
Don't be too late and wait until you 
need it in the field to discover that it 
is no longer serviceable. 

Locate the hunter orange hat or 
yest that you will need during the 
Hunter's Choice deer season or on a 
wildlife management area. These 
items must haye a minimum of 144 
square inches of solid color and be 
visible from every direction. 
Although a common item in most 


sporting good stores, these may not 
be available in many rural localities 
if you fail to get one ahead of time. 
Assemble the several different 
types of ammunition you may use 
during the season so that you will 
have the correct gauge and shot size 
or caliber and bullet weight for game 
you will be hunting. It is easier to 
take care of this at a leisurely pace 
than fumble around in the early 
morning dark on the day you need it. 
Make sure you have matches ina 
waterproof container, In the event it 
becomes necessary to build a fire, 
there are few efficient substitutes. 
The key word here is waterproof. 
Book matches or box matches can 
get wet easily and do not dry quickly. 
Your ‘‘possible’’ sack should also 
contain a small, efficient flashlight 
equipped with fresh batteries. It is 
extremely difficult to travel in a 
sustained compass direction at 
night, and without a light, it’s 
impossible. Many a hunter has had 
to spend the night in strange woods 
because he failed to take a good light 
to see by after the hunt. 
When hunting with a scoped gun, 


have some type of rainguard scope 
covers which will keep the lens clear 
of fog or water until you are ready to 
shoot. It is frustrating not to be able 
to see through your scope when legal 
game appears and a quick shot is 
required. I have seen small plastic 
bags and rubber bands used to cover 
the lens. 

A pair of pocket size binoculars 
are a great hunting aid. You may 
want to use them to observe the 
many other types of wildlife to be 
seen while hunting. A good strong 
ribbon or cord attached so that they 
hang from the+neck keeps them 
handy for quick use. . 

Be sure that your hunting knife 
has been sharpened for easy 
skinning and butchering of 
harvested game. A secure carrying 
case, firmly attached to your belt, is 
the best method of keeping up with a 
knife.
